1. This communication is responsive to amendment filed on November 17, 
2006. 

Claims 1-13 have been cancelled. Claims 14-33 are newly added claims. Claims 
14-33 are pending examination. 

Election/Restriction

I. Claims 14-20 are drawn to a portable bar code scanner for creating 
consumer's shopping list prior to entering a store classified in class

III. Claims 28-33 are drawn to a printed product advertisement 
classified in class 705, subclass 14.
